things a young man did with the 
colt which his father gave him was 
te hobble him and teach him to 
pace, so that he might become a 
good saddle horse—bugzgies, sulkies 
and light road wagons being at 
that time almost unknown in that 
country, and the young man who 
could not go to meeting or to see 
his girl on horseback must needs 
go on foot. The hobbles consisted 
of a strap on each side connecting 
the hind toot with the forward one 
of the same side, so that when the 
colt was urged forward he would 
be compelled to move the two feet | 
together. Most young horses ac- 
quire the lateral or pacing gait 
with facility, and soon become 
passable good pacers under this 
treatment. .

education, from the Kindergarten 
to the University, at public ex- 
pense. The wisdom of establishing 


efficient systems of public educa- 


tion is questioned by none in the 
United States except the ignorant, 
the vicious and the unpatriotic. 
The history of our country since 
the beginning of the last half of 
this century has taught the neces- 
sity of cementing more strongly 
the bond of unien among the differ- 
ent States. Travel, commerce and 
social intercourse have done some- 
thing toward uoifying the people of 
this great country. But the fact 
remaius that there is still a strong 
tendency among us toward section- 
alism. Leading statesmen and emi- 
nent educators have long believed 
that through the agency of public 
schools this tendency could be 
checked and ultimately contrulled 
And as schools are largely what 
their teachers make them, it is 
proposed by Senator Wm M. Stew- 
art, of Nevada, that Congress sba!l 
establish a National Normal school 
in which students from all the 
States and Territuries who have the 
talent for teachiug, and who wish 
to become teachers, may be trained 
and elucated. That the proposition 
to establish a National Normal 
School will be strongly supported 
by teachers and other influential 
citizens, the resolution unanimous- 
ly adopted by the large meeting in 
the Baptist Church in Reno last 
Wednesday evening plainly indi- 
cates, But that the proposition will 
also meet with opposition is quite 
provable. Any proposed measure 
will be assaulted by those who nat- 
urally desire things to remain as 


they are. Then opposition may be. 


expected from those inimical to 
public education and unfriendly to- 
ward strengthening the national 
element in our Government. But 
this is a progressive age, and our 
people are not bound very consider- 
ably by theory and tradition. It 
will not be surprising, therefore, if 
before the close of the nine- 
teenth century, if not before the 
end of this decade, Senator Stew- 
ari’s bill will bave become a law.

District Court next Monday, when 
the case of the reduction works 
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Brown, of the University, opened 


‘the exercises with “Nevada State 


Normal School.” In an able and 


interesting way the speaker gave 
the history of normal schools, and 


| explained the future work of this 


department of the University. It 
is intended to train pupils from the 
public schools for the work of teach- 
ing and in every way fit them 
for the profession. Fle went on to 
illustrate the value of normal train- 
ing by referring to some very suc- 
cessful established institutions of 
this kind, The address was listened 
to with marked attention, which 
plainly showed the feelings and in- 
terest of the audience in the work 
now being done in Nevada's first 
teachers’ training school. 

Principal Ring, of the Reno 
schools, came next witd a far-reacb- 
ing and practical treatise on ‘‘High 
Grade Systems and Their Results.”’ 
He traced the public school system 
from colonial times to the present 
day. The pupils in primary grades 
are taught according to Nature’s 
precepts, while pupils of higher 
grades are not. Business colleges 


originated in this couniry as a pro- 
test against the failure of our 
schools to fit our buys and girls 
with business training. Dignity 
sonsists not in possessing kuow!- 
edge, but in deserving it. 

he Misses Kittie and Mabhel 
warts rendered a vocal duet in good 
style. 

rofessor O'Connor resumed his 
talk «n “Theory and Practice.’’ 
Divide a grade iuto two divisions, 
so that one division may be engaged 
in recitation and the other in sileat 
work or slate exercise. Do a cer- 
tain amount of work ip a certain 
time, suitiug work to time, and 
vice versa. Oecrtain bours are best 
suited te certain studies. Four 
bours should be a day’s work. Make 
a child indepenleot enough to do 
bis own work, for this is th+ real 
spirit of study. We should not 
wapt pupils to do more than we 
want to do, It is the teacher’s duty 
to watch the growth of the child’. 
mind. Teachers should govern pa- 
rents, and not pareuts teachers. Dv 
what yeu believe to be for the 
child’s welfare, and do it in spite of 
all opposition, or you do the child 
an injury. Interest is the basis of 
good government. Ther« are three 
persons sahara in . — wel- 
fare an Lg. ogy ee @ pupil, the 
parent aod the teacher. The idle 
pupil is a thief of the time he steals 
from bis father. Do not allow a 
p:rent to interfere with your busi- 
ness apy more than he would let 
you interfere with bis. Use sup- 
plemeutary readers and bave the 
Trustees buy them, 

Professor O’Connor stood on the 
floor for more than an hour an- 
swering questions. His good hu- 
mor asd kindness in this tiresome 
work made bim mapy friends. 

By special request the Misses El- 
liot reprodused “The Sleigh-ride’’ 
in a mancer which pleased all. 

Vice President Groves came for- 
ward to handle “School super- 
vision.” The utterances of the 
speaker showed av amount of com- 
mon sense, force and wisdom re- 
markably noticeable in such a 
young man. The lofty sentiments 
and cal ideas aud suggestions 
with which the address was replete 
wakened the audience to the 
fact that the production was the 
work of genuine ability. The trib- 
ute to the University was well- 
timed, and the wishes and predic- 
tions of the speaker are to be rt- 
ily seconded. 

President Dovey expressed the 
sentiments of the lovers of higher 
education when he said he hoped 
that one day the Nevada Univer- 
sity would one of the leading 
luminaries of the world. 

Miss Jennie Lachman’s solo was 
good and preceded adjournment. 


WEDNESDAY EVENING. 


The Baptist Chureb held a large 
congregation in the evening, the 
attraction being the chi_f Institute 
worker, Professor O’ Connor. 

In the commencement of the 
evening’s work we found Dr. J. J 
Moore a source of pleasure. His 
solo and chorus was deservedly en- 
cored. 

Professor O’Connor then stepped 
to the front and delivered a very 
able address on “Our Educational 
System.” It was replete with 
good ideas and suggestions. He 
did not wish to be understood as 


r 


es 
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e are generally very 
new ideas, and perha 
the whole, they should 

to consider the 
to, independently 
and under existing circumstances. 

1. In addition to the State Normal 
Schools, which so many teachers find 
it impossible to reach, every city 
should support a Normal Trainir 
Class, com of the uates of 
the Hi ‘thools and other students 
of equivalent scholarship, who should 
spend at least half of a two years’ 
course in assisting, under the guidance 
of the a nen Se in the 
primary and later in the grammar 
classes of the city public schools. 
These student teachers should be 
moved around from s:hool to school, 
and the Principals should be uired 
to report regularly to the School Board 
upon their natural ability and success 
as instructors and disciplinarians. 

They should be specially trained in 
Kindergarten and Primary School 
methods. Vacancies now open to the 
inexperienced, should be filled from 
this class, and the Principal’s reports 
should be consulted to determine the 
relative merit of candidates. It is also 
quite feasible to similarly prepare at 
least one pupil of every good country 
school, and in un schools these 
pupil teachers would be found of very 
great assistance. 

In every training institution, whether 
State or city, models of ungraded 
country classes should be kept, mainly 
for the purpose of instructing intendin 
teachers in the proper management of 
outlying district sehools of the kind in 
which many, if not most, of us gained 
our first experience. 

The teaching faculty of mmar 
schools should be recruited n that 
class of primary teachers who having, 
by an experience of from two to five 
years, proved their skill as instructors, 
possess also the governmental power 
or presence which naturally secures 
the attention and respect of larger 
children. 

Teachers of High Schools and Uni- 
versities should sess this latter 
quality in a still higher degree, and 
care should be taken by their employ- 
ers that in developing their governing 
power they have not ‘Jost the teaching 
ability required of teachers of the 
lower grades. They cannot be what 
they should be if they forget or fail to 
understand the phenomena of mental 
development from infancy through 
adolesence to maturity. To be a 
teacher, of any grade, one must be a 
psychologist. 

f Boards of Education, as at present 
constituted, cannot be replaced by 
others of the kind suggested, then, at 
least in all the large cities, the charters 
or laws should provide for Boards of 
Inspectors, who should have power to 
employ teachers and whose duty it 
should be to regularly report to the 
Board of Education upon the condition 
of the schools. 

Superintendents should also be 
teachers, and should be paid salaries 
sufficient to enable them to devote 
their whole time to the inspection of 
their schools. I believe that Congress 
would do well to use a portion of the 
Nation’s surplus revenue for the es- 
tablishment of one or more National 
Technical Training Schools for teach- 
ers of common schools, with higher 
departments for the proper prepara- 
tion of suitable persons to fill the vari- 
ous professorships of State Universi- 
ties. There seems to be a tacit agree- 
ment that the highly educated 
gentlemen who occupy our University 
chairs must necessarily be excellent 
teachers, whereas the fact is notorious 
that many of those whose fame as 
scholats is almost world-wide, are 
wretched as disciplinarians and poor 
as instructors. These latter improve- 
ments, 1 think, concern the Nation, 
and it is at least as good policy to use 
the Nation’s funds in making them as 
it is todraw upon the same funds in 
order to advance the educational 

of the different States, in 
direct proportion to their inability or 
indisposition to do this for themselves. 

The remarks just read were written 
by me about a year and a half ago for 
an article intended for publication in 
the Washington Post. Our friend, 
Prof: C. 8. Young, induced me to pre- 

it. He did not, however, suggest 
the subject. Since that time Nevada 
has, in my opinion, outstripped other 
educational communities by two very 
remarkable advances. One is. the

1. Located at least as far west as 
Denver. 

2. | would admit only those who 
could give proof of at least five years 
successful experience in the public 
schools of some State or Territory. 

8. I would limit the number en- 
titled to enter any class to say two for 
every Senator and member of Con- 

8s. 

4. I would have it consist of or con- 
tain the following departments: Kin- 
dergarten, common school, technical 
and university. 

5. No one should be allowed to 
graduate without having passed suc- 
cessfully at least two of these courses. 
All the male students should be re- 
quired to take the technical course and 
there should be also a suitable techni- 
cal course for females. 

6. Like West Point and Annapolis, 
the Institution should — board 
and quarters for the students. 

After having given their services to 
public instruction for five years they 
should be entitled to this. 

Their certificates of graduation 
should authorize them to teach any- 
where in the United States in schools 
to correspond with the courses they 
had taken. 

Some inducements, such as grants 
of apparatus, should be held out to 
districts which would keep their places 
open for teachers attending the Na- 
tional Normal School. 

The following clipping will show the 
world-wide interest taken in what it 
terms the ‘‘New Education.”’ 


A PHASE OF THE NEW EDUCATION, 


“The British Government has re- 
cently published the report of the 
Royal Commission on Technical Edu- 
cation. The one remarkable admis- 
sion in this report is that Great Britain 
is still far behind Germany in pri- 
mary, in secondary and in university 
education, which. grows out of and al- 
ways remains entwined with all three.”’ 

It would appear from this report 
that technical instruction is illustrated 
by a more perfect system in Switzor- 
land than anywhere else. The Poly- 
technic Institute of Zurich is one of 
the foremost institutions of that class 
in the world. There is one point of 
special interest. The Commission af- 
ter examining all the Swiss, German 
and French schools, recommend that 
drawing should be incorporated with 
writing in all elementary English 
schools, so that any child should be 
able to use the pencil as well as the 
pen. When the proposition is fully 
accepted that drawing is a part of writ- 
ing wherever ideas are represented by 
diagrams and figures, drawing will no 
longer be separated from elementary 
education. At present it is separated 
in nearly all the schools of this coun- 
try. The child with no more instruc- 
tion than he would receive in writing, 
learns to draw readily. He takes to 
it when he has half a chance. There 
are thousands of what you call well 
educated men, who feel keenly the de- 
fect of elementary education. They 
cannot draw anything acurately be- 
cause they were never shown how to 
do it. In the modern technical schools 
drawing goes before instruction in the 
use of tools. 

There never has been such a keen 
competition for industrial pre-emi- 
nence as is now going on in many . 
) This competition relates 
to modeling, inventions and all the 
arts of design. Chemists, designers, 
painters, potters and decorators have 
gone from these technical schools and 
are taking the first places in all the in- 
dustrial arts. Europe has become one

The competition is for the 
control of the leading markets of the 
world.

Tire best way 
for the teacher to develop himself 
ie to study the child. Dive intothe 
lifework of other teachers by read- 
ing. KJucation is the art of form- 
ing men, not specialists. At all 
times make uotes, and go around 
with a note book, and you will find 
that you will improve in many 
ways. Observe, study aod make 
votes. You cannot get all your ed- 
ulsation from books. Visit other 
sonools, and learn by observation. 

The ‘more we see cf Professor 
O’Connor and bis work the warmer 
our interest grows and the Letter 
we like bim. 

Professor Walter Miller stepped 
to the table and began his experi- 
ments in physiology.
